In response to the outstanding Election Requirement mailed July 7, 2005, 
setting a one month period for response to extend until August 8, 2005 (August 
7, 2005 being a Sunday), Applicants elect Species (3), the embodiment shown in 
Figs. 4A and 4B, with traverse for the reasons expressed below.
